ROLLS MUST STAND

Justice Clarke Refuses to Order
the Names of 400 Persons
Stricken Off in the Twelfth
District. e g

NO WARRANT IN LAW FOR IT.

Application Was Made In Name of
Jacob Newstead, Candidate for
Republican Leadership, Who Says
Many Persons Enrolled Are Dead.

Justice Clarke, in the Supreme Court,
to-day handed down a decision in which
he denles the appiication of Leonard A.
Snitkin, counse] for Jacob Newstead,
who is fighting John BStiebling for the
Republican leadership of the Twelfth
Assembly District, for an order direcf-
ing the Board of Elections to show
cause why the naumes of some four hun-
dred persons should not be stricken
from the primary rolls of that district.

The contention of Lawyer Snitkin was
that many of the men had moevd moved
or dled since the last enrollment and if
their names remained on the rolls it
would be an dincentive to fraud and
might defeat the will of the electors of

the district in their choice of a leader.
The decision says that there Is no way
under the statute in this city of chang-
ing the enrollment during the vear to
conforen to the habits of the shifting pop-
ulation, nor to corect the rolls by slrlﬁ-
ing there from the names of dead men,
and suggests the Legislature is the place
to have the law changed.
